RESPONSE UNDER 37 C.F.R. 1.111 

Dear Sir: 

This is in response to the Office Action of July 30, 2002. In light of a Request for three 
month extension and fee therefore enclosed herewith, response is due by January 30, 2003. This 
response is therefore timely filed. 

Claims 1-15 were present in the application as filed. In response to a request to elect 
species, applicant elected the treatment of ulcers, which is read upon by claims 1, 2 and 7-15. 
Claims 1-15 are pending in the application, but, having found generic claim 1 unallowable, the 
examiner has withdrawn claims 3-6 from consideration. 
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In the Office Action of July 30, 2002, claims 1,2 and 7-15 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
§1 12, first paragraph. 35 USC §112, first paragraph, states: 

"The specification shall contain a written description of the 
invention and of the manner and process of making and using it, in 
such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person 
skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most 
nearly connected, to make and use the same, and shall set forth the 
best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his 
invention." 

The Office Action makes clear that this is an "enablement" rejection, i.e. the Office questions 
whether the applicant has described the invention, and the process of making and using it, so that 
the person of skill could carry out the invention. The invention (as defined by claim 1) is a 
method of treating ulcers in humans by administering a therapeutic amount of 
hydroxylansoprazole. The specification (page 4) describes a method for synthesizing 
hydroxylansoprazole: 
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It also describes two formulation processes (page 12-13) for making tablets of 200mg or 250mg, 
which may be enterically coated by a third process, also described. The specification discloses 
that a daily human dose ("therapeutic amount" in the language of the claim) is preferably about 
500 mg to lOOOmg, i.e. two to five tablets per day. Applicant respectfully submits that any 
person of skill would know how to make and use the invention from this disclosure. 
Reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection are requested. 

There being no other outstanding issues, the application is believed in condition for 
allowance, and such is respectfully requested. 
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
